2. Au the conferance, stress vas placed on the need for sharp reform in the 
police services of the countries under Soviet influence, and oriticiam was 
expressed concerning the temporiging tactics still indulped in by the police 
of these states, Vodicka, who is 2 Sormunist member of the Ceechosiovak He~- 
tional. Assembly, reported at the conference that the Cormuntat Party 4a try= 
ing to reorganize the Czechoslovak police in preparation for the coming strugris 
to liquidate the Blevak Dencoratie and Czechoslovak Natdonal Socialist Parties.
